Telephone 
lottery scam

Company detects effort to 
defer payment to relative 
to an account in Canada 

A West Liberty woman was the in- 
tended victim of a telephone “lottery” 
scam last week. 

According to the woman’s daughter, 
who lives in Ohio, her mother received 
a telephone call from a person claiming 
to represent “the lottery” who told her 
she was a $50,000 winner and that the 
money would be delivered to her resi- 
dence. 

She said her mother was told that first 
she had to post a $500 fee with a third 
party to cover possible processing ex- 
penses. She said the caller suggested to 
her mother that the third party could be 
a relative or a friend, but told her the 
$500 must be sent to the third party by 
MoneyGram from an area Wal-Mart 
store. 

The daughter learned of the possible 
scam on Friday when she came to visit 
with her mother, who asked her if she 
had received the MoneyGram she had 
sent her. 

Shoop said she immediately called 
MoneyGram to inquire about the trans- 
action and after a check, was informed 
that company officials had stopped pay- 
ment on the transaction earlier in the 
week after it was determined that “some- 
one had tried to defer the money to a 
Canadian account” and that the payment 
had already been restored to her 
mother’s account. 

She said the scam sounded similar to 
one detected in Ohio a few months ago. 

“Legitimate lotteries do not ask win- 
ners to send them money,” she said.

The Kentucky Legislature is making 
strides towards lessening Kentucky’s 
dependence on tobacco production 
while revitalizing the farm economy by 
investing 50% of Kentucky’s Master 
Settlement Agreement into the Kentucky 
Agricultural Development Fund.

Johnson said the board plans to have 
a regulation in place that would allow 
bumper stickers on vehicles at polling 
places on election day. 

HB 301, signed into law by the gov- 
ernor on March 30, also prohibits elec- 
tioneering during the hours of absentee 
voting within any building where absen- 
tee voting is being conducted. The law 
also allows “a voter to park his or her 
vehicle within 300 feet of a poling loca- 
tion on election day or when absentee 
voting is occurring for the purpose of 
voting, if that vehicle has a bumper 
sticker on it that constitutes electioneer- 
ing. 

The law prohibits a vehicle “display- 
ing a bumper sticker that constitutes 
electioneering from remaining on pub- 
lic property near a poll location for a 
time longer than that which is necessary 
to vote. 

The law, however, allows “a person 
who owns a private residence or estab- 
lishment within 300 feet of a polling lo- 
cation and has a vehicle with a bumper 
sticker that constitutes electioneering to 
park that vehicle on his or her private 
property on election day or when absen- 
tee voting is occurring.” 

The law also allows “a private prop- 
erty owner to place a yard sign or ban- 
ner that is 4 feet by 8 feet in size or less 
upon that owner’s private residence or 
establishment that is within 300 feet of 
a polling location, so long as that pri- 
vate property is not a polling location, 
on election day or days in which the 
absentee voting is taking place. 

Property owners can also place a 3 
foot by 2 foot or smaller yard sign on 
their property within 300 feet of a poll- 
ing place.

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Governor Fletcher exercises veto power, colleges, and 
universities take big hit, numerous building projects axed

Despite cutting millions in 
funding for major colleges and 
universities across the common- 
wealth, Gov. Ernie Fletcher de- 
cided to keep intact a $10 million 
pharmacy school allotment for a 
private university in southeastern 
Kentucky. 

Saying it was best to leave the 
constitutional questions up to the 
court, Fletcher announced he has 
used his line-item veto to strike 
down over $370 million in bond 
projects that had been included in 
the state budget passed by the leg- 
islature earlier this month. 

Fletcher said he used the line- 
item veto, which gives him the 
power to remove specific items 
from a budget submitted by the 



General Assembly, to lower the 
level of debt the state would face 
under the proposal. 

Although every college or uni- 
versity included in the 
Fegislature’s budget took a hit 
from the vetoes, Fletcher choose 
to leave in a $10 million expen- 
diture earmarked to build a phar- 
macy school at the University of 
The Cumberlands in 
Williamsburg. 

The move was not without 
stipulations. 

Fletcher will seek a declarative 
judgment from Franklin County 
Circuit Court on the constitution- 
ality of spending public money to 
benefit a private institution. 

By filing the request, Fletcher 
said he hopes to “once and for all” 
settle the issue of funding private 
faith-based institutions for public 



purposes. 

“This is a difficult issue, and 
one where there is no definitive 
case law establishing the legal- 
ity,” Fletcher said. 

Jim Deckard, special counsel 
to Fletcher, said he has been pour- 
ing over the Kentucky Constitu- 
tion and the limited related case 
law. 

Deckard said the decision 
could hinge on the definition of 
what is a “school.” 

The Williamsburg school was 
recently at the center of a contro- 
versy following its expulsion of 
an openly gay student. Under its 
rules, homosexuality is not com- 
patible with the university’s mis- 
sion. 

Although he admitted has 
mixed feelings about spending 
taxpayer money for a private in- 



Rep. Stacy says vetoes will cost 
Morgan County several projects 



Predicts action by 
Gov. Fletcher will be 
challenged in court 

WEST LIBERTY — Rep. 
John Will Stacy (D-West Fiberty) 
said Tuesday Morgan County has 
been hurt by Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher’s vetoes. 

Among the budget items ve- 
toed by Gov. Ernie Fletcher was 
$3 million for Morgan County 
projects — including $2.5 million 
in education funding for a high- 
tech data recovery center to be ad- 
ministered by Morehead State 
University and Northern Ken- 
tucky University. The center was 
to be headquartered at the Mor- 
gan County Regional Technology 
Center. 

Another education program 
cut by the governor was a drug 
treatment program to help local 
high school students with sub- 
stance-related problems, along 
with funding included in the bud- 
get for a program to tutor high 
school students who are falling 
behind in their grades and encour- 
age them to stay in school. 

Stacy said funds he had in- 
cluded in the budget to renovate 
the high school football field, 



track field, and other related fa- 
cilities also were cut by the gov- 
ernor. 

Other funding falling victim to 
the governor’s line-item vetoes 
were a number of single-county 
coal severance tax projects ear- 
marked in the budget for local fire 
departments, the rescue squad, 
veterans organizations, and senior 
citizens, Stacy said. 

Each eligible county’s single- 
county severance tax allotment 
remains intact. Only specific 
projects earmarked by legislators 
to be paid for with single-county 
severance tax funding in counties 
in their districts were axed. 

But Stacy questioned the con- 
stitutionality of Fletcher’s action. 
Allocation of the funds for 
projects in their counties tradi- 
tionally has been the purview of 
legislators and Stacy predicted 
the governor’s action will be chal- 
lenged in court. 

Said Stacy, “Does the gover- 
nor have the authority to spend 
(the single-county severance tax) 
money that has been earmarked, 
approved, and included in the 
budget by the legislature? Is there 
any assurance that the money that 
has been allotted to each coal 
county will now be available to 



them and not now be used for 
other purposes in other areas?” 

“There might be a law suit to 
determine if the governor has 
overstepped his authority and to 
insure that single-county 
(severange tax) money be spent 
in the county it is allotted to,” 
Stacy concluded. 

“If the legislature as a whole 
doesn’t bring suit, there’s a good 
possibility that coal county leg- 
islators will join together and do 
it ourselves,” he said. 

Stacy said he has worked “too 
hard, too long” to win legislative 
support for projects to help his 
district and “if it takes a lawsuit 
to save them, I’m ready to go to 
court right now myself if that’s 
what it takes.” 
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stitution, Fletcher said southeast- 
ern Kentucky needs more phar- 
macists and having a pharmacy 
school in the region would help 
ease the shortage. 

The General Assembly ap- 
proved a budget that included 
over 2,350 construction projects 
that would have triggered about 
$2.4 billion in record- setting debt. 

Some of the plans that were 
axed include $6 million for a po- 
lar bear exhibit at the Fouisville 
Zoo; $15 million for the Depart- 
ment of Education’s on-line as- 
sessment program; over $17 mil- 
lion for construction projects at 
Morehead State University; $2.5 
million earmarked for animal 
shelters; and $17.5 million for 
renovations of locks and dams on 
the Kentucky River. 

Although this is the first time 



the General Assembly has passed 
a spending bill on time in six 
years, the protracted negotiations 
did leave enough time in the ses- 
sion to override any of Fletcher’s 
vetoes.

Fletcher’s Worst Nightmare

FRANKFORT — This time 
next month, Gov. Ernie Fletcher’s 
worst nightmare will be over. 

If he’s lucky. 

The special Franklin County 
Grand Jury that has been investi- 
gating Fletcher administration 
personnel practices since May 
2005 is scheduled to expire May 
19. Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo, whose office has headed 
that investigation, says he will not 
ask for another extension of the 
grand jury’s term, and he expects 
the jury’s work will be completed 
as early as May 1 . 

Until then, the special grand 
jury continues to meet here. Last 
week the original whistleblower 
about personnel abuses in 
Fletcher’s Transportation Cabi- 
net, former cabinet personnel 
head Doug Doerting, made his 
first appearance before the grand 
jury and spent several hours be- 
hind closed doors with jurors. 

It was the mound of docu- 
ments and e-mails that Doerting 
delivered to Stumbo ’s office last 
spring that spawned the investi- 
gation that, so far, has seen 13 
former or current high-level ad- 
ministration officials and associ- 
ates indicted by the grand jury. 

It was those indictments that 
spurred Fletcher to issue a blan- 
ket pardon of everyone who had 
been or who might be indicted. 
Fletcher excluded only himself 
from the pardon. In the meantime, 
attorney’s for Stumbo’s office, for 
Fletcher and for state agencies 
spent months sparring in court 
over subpoenaed documents and 
e-mails. Fletcher himself vowed 
last week that he no longer uses 
e-mail for communications. 

But the indictments and par- 
dons have sent Fletcher’s ap- 
proval rating into a tailspin, rais- 
ing the distinct possibility that he 
either won’t seek a second term 
in office or, if he does, he will be 
trounced by one or another of the 
most likely Democrats eager to 
take him on. 

So the impending end to the 
special grand jury should be good 
news for the embattled governor. 

The problem is that the grand 
jury is likely to issue a report on 
its yearlong work and its findings 
about hiring and firing based on 
political considerations in viola- 



tion of state Merit System laws. 

Fletcher and his attorney’s 
have fought hard to keep that re- 
port from being made, arguing 
that since everyone indicted has 
been pardoned, it would be im- 
proper for the grand jury to name 
names in any report it makes. 

That issue is now before the 
Kentucky Supreme Court and 
may not be decided before the 
grand jury ends its business. In 
that case, any report will be kept 
secret until the high court makes 
its decision. 

Fletcher, then, is left in a lose- 
lose situation. If the Supreme 
Court allows the grand jury to is- 
sue a report on its findings, that 
report is bound to be highly criti- 
cal of the administration’s person- 
nel practices and may even reveal 
details of illegal activity not yet 
made public. 

That’s hardly good news for a 
governor whose approval rating 
already is in the cellar. 

On the other hand, if the Su- 
preme Court squashed a grand 
jury report, the public is going to 
be asking what exactly Fletcher 
wants so badly to be kept hidden. 
Certainly, Democrats will be ask- 
ing that and other embarrassing 
questions, especially as they try 
to increase their majority in the 
House of Representatives and 
take control of the Senate away 
from Republicans in the Novem- 
ber election. 

Even a relatively benign grand 
jury report — as unlikely as that 
is from citizen jurors who have 
been attacked by Fletcher sup- 
porters — would be yet another 
reminder that the administration 
that came into power promising 
to clean up Frankfort ended up 
undergoing a housecleaning by 
indictment instead. 

And there continues to be a 
remote possibility that, in its fi- 
nal days, the special grand jury 
could hand down an indictment 
against Fletcher. Certainly, if 
there were any evidence that 
Fletcher knew about the political 
machinations going on in hiring 
and firing Merit System employ- 
ees, Stumbo would not hesitate to 
ask the grand jury to do just that. 

So Fletcher’s worst nightmare 
isn’t over yet. Indeed, it might 
continue right through November

THANKS TO SENATE, 
MORE COUNTY MONEY 
BACK IN HANDS OF 
FISCAL COURT 

Hello from the County Judge 
Executive’s Office and staff. 

I have missed writing the 
Judge’s Corner the last two weeks 
due to my very busy schedule and 
working with state officials on 
what we need for Morgan County 
in the state budget. First of all it 
is hard to report the outcome be- 
cause the governor has until the 
25th of April to sign the budget 
and make it into law. 

I write this column to report 
to you the people the facts on 
what government is doing, not 
rumors. That is why whatever I 
write I can back up with docu- 
mentation in my office. 

First of all, we review a copy 
of the House of Representatives 
budget bill as it is presented in the 
Senate and in the House. I was 
amazed at how much control the 
House of Representatives side 
took of our local money. First of 
all, the single county money that 
belongs to Morgan County was 
put into a lot of different line 
items that we did not ask for. Not 
only was it changed from what 
the Fiscal Court unanimously 
voted for, as you may remember, 
over the last two year, (just so we 
could not touch it), our funding 
was administered through the 
Morgan County Water District. 
Last October, the Fiscal Court 
voted on five new board mem- 
bers, so this year most of your 
Coal Severance Tax projects were 
moved away from local govern- 
ment and will be administered 
through the UK Tech Center and 
the Board of Education. 

As you can see, there is a pat- 
tern of keeping your tax dollars 
away from the people that you 
elect to administer your local gov- 
ernment and having it adminis- 
tered by people that are hired and 
draw large salaries. Case in point: 
In the House Budget, Morgan 
County received $1 million dol- 
lars for water projects, but state 
legislation required it to be used 
on certain routes. Four of these 
roads have already been served 
with water. $200,000.00 was all 
that was given to our water board 
to work with. I called our state 
representative and asked that they 
remove the language so that we 



could survey the people and see 
who does not have water. The re- 
sponse I got was: “I sent it 
through and nothing could be 
changed.” My reply was: “You 
listed roads that already have 
water and you left out money for 
the Rescue Squad, Ambulance 
Service, Wrigley Fire Depart- 
ment, 519 Fire Department, and 
West Liberty Fire Department.” 

All the money for the other fire 
departments will be administered 
by the UK Tech Center. 

I then called our senator and 
wrote a letter about our problem, 
then I got the Senate version of 
the budget, and the house had 
gone back and added the fire de- 
partments that they had previ- 
ously been left out. Also, our 
senator added another $1 million 
dollars for water on various roads 
for our local water board to de- 
cide where to place the water 
lines, so we now have $2.2 mil- 
lion dollars for water projects, the 
largest received in our history. 
Over the next four to six weeks, 
we will break down the state bud- 
get so that you, the Morgan 
County citizens, will know what 
to expect in the county over the 
next two years.

Gulley at Capitol to help lobby against 
budget cuts that threaten local programs 



In light of soaring energy 
costs, devastating natural disas- 
ters and the threat of more domes- 
tic program cuts, more than 600 
Community Action leaders gath- 
ered in Washington, D.C., last 
week to discuss the outlook for 
programs that fight poverty in 
America. Among them was Den- 
nis Gulley, executive director of 
Gateway Community Services 
Organization. Gateway is the 
Community Action Agency that 
serves Bath, Menifee, Montgom- 
ery and Bath counties. 

During the National Commu- 
nity Action Foundation’s 2006 
Legislative Conference, Gulley 
met with congressional members 
and advocated support of the fed- 
eral anti-poverty programs that 
Gateway uses to invest in fami- 
lies and community projects in 
the Gateway counties. 

“We were in Washington, 
D.C., during a critical week,” said 
Gulley. “Congress is debating the 
administration’s 2007 budget re- 
quest, which calls for elimination 
of the Community Services Block 
Grant. Funding for valuable pro- 
grams in our communities is 
highly at risk without the CSBG.” 

Community Services Block 
Grants support a variety of local 
activities that promote self suffi- 
ciency for low-income Ameri- 
cans. In Kentucky there are 23 
Community Action Agencies that 
provide services under CSBG in 
all 120 counties. According to 
Gulley, Gateway touches the lives 
of approximately ten thousand 
individuals each year in the Gate- 



way region. 

“Without the Community Ser- 
vices Block Grant, most Commu- 
nity Action initiatives would ei- 
ther cease to exist or revert to un- 
coordinated, one-size-fits-all fed- 
eral social service programs,” 
said David Bradley, executive di- 
rector of the National Community 
Action Foundation in Washing- 
ton, D.C. In Kentucky it is esti- 
mated that 35 to 40 outreach of- 
fices would close immediately 
and that the scope of service pro- 
vided would be significantly re- 
duced. 

Also at risk are programs that 
help people reduce high energy 
bills. The president’s 2007 bud- 
get proposal reduces funding for 
the Weatherization Assistance 
Program, which improves energy 
efficiency of low-income homes. 
After weatherizing their homes 
through this program, low income 
families have seen their energy 
bills reduced dramatically. The 
proposed budget would slash 
weatherization funding for Ken- 
tucky by $1,538,431.00 or 32% 
percent. 

“We have asked Congress to 
provide no less than the current 
level of funding for the Weather- 
ization Assistance Program,” said 
Gulley. “Weatherization has pro- 
vided long-term energy solutions 
for about 5.3 million low-income 
families’ nationwide who, other- 
wise, could not have afforded 
higher energy bills or the costs of 
weather-proofing their older 
homes.” 

Last year, Kentucky’s 23 



Community Action Agencies pro- 
vided weatherization services to 
over 2,200 households in the 
state, according to Kip Bowmar, 
executive director of the Ken- 
tucky Association for Commu- 
nity Action in Frankfort. These 
energy conservation services re- 
duced bills by an average of 20%. 

Gulley also described the on- 
going need for low-income home 
energy assistance, also known as 
LIHEAP. 

“Federal funding for LIHEAP 
has remained basically the same 
for the last 20 years, but energy 
prices have soared in recent 
years,” Gulley said. “Unfortu- 
nately, the mild winter has not 
provided relief from unaffordable 
bills.” 

Gulley went on to say, “I do 
thank the Kentucky Legislature 
for their recent action to add $10 
million to LIHEAP this year, it 
truly made a difference in so 
many lives.” 

Bowmar said that the LIHEAP 
program in Kentucky this year 
will help keep approximately 
220,000 households from losing 
utility service and heat. 

The FY 2007 funding proposal 
also freezes funding for Head 
Start. “As the cost of providing 
services increases, stagnant fund- 
ing for the Head Start program 
reduces the number of children 
who can be served,” Bradley said. 
“Under the president’s budget re- 
quest, we estimate that 19,000 
children will go unserved nation- 
wide.” 



PSC OKs power 
line that would 
cross natl. forest 

The Kentucky Public Service 
Commission has reversed itself 
and approved a power line near 
Morehead that has been attacked 
by environmentalists because it 
would cross the Daniel Boone 
National Forest and the 
Sheltowee Trace hiking trail. 

East Kentucky Power Coop- 
erative got clearance to build a 
6.9-mile, $4.9 million line that 
requires clearing a 100-foot- wide 
right of way. East Kentucky 
Power says the line is needed to 
improve service in 10 northeast- 
ern Kentucky counties. “The PSC 
rejected the proposal in August 
because it said East Kentucky 
Power had not adequately consid- 
ered other strategies, such as shar- 
ing a nearby Kentucky Utilities 



right-of-way,” writes Todd Van 
Campen of the Lexington Herald- 
Leader. 

Kentuckians for the Common- 
wealth opposed the line since 4.8 
miles of it would cross the forest 
and the trail. The group, con- 
cerned that the line will affect 
grouse and deer hunting, said it 
should instead follow existing 
rights of way that mostly avoid 
public land, reports Van Campen.

The U.S. Forest Service is re- 
viewing the PSC’s order and will 
then decide whether to grant East 
Kentucky Power a special use 
permit. For more details about the 
proposal, click here.

Question: Since I can borrow 
against the money that I have con- 
tributed to my 401(k) retirement 
plan, am I able to borrow against 
the money that I have contributed 
to Social Security, just as I am 
allowed to borrow against money 
I have contributed to my 401(k) 
retirement plan? 

Answer: No. Social Security 
is a social insurance system de- 
signed to protect workers and 
their families against the loss of 
earnings due to retirement, dis- 
ability, or death. The Social Se- 
curity taxes that employees and 
employers pay on workers’ earn- 
ings are not placed in an indi- 
vidual worker’s account, but de- 
posited into the Social Security 
Trust Funds from which benefits 
are paid to eligible workers and 
their families. 

Question: I am 50 years old 
and somehow or other - perhaps 
in changing wallets - 1 have lost 
my Social Security card. Since I 
know my number by heart, do I 
have to replace my Social Secu- 
rity card? 

Answer: If you know your 
Social Security number, gener- 
ally, you do not need to request a 
replacement card. But if you an- 
ticipate starting new employ- 
ment, you may need to show your 
Social Security card to your em- 
ployer when you start the job. In 
that instance, you may want to 
request a replacement card in ad- 
vance.

Program is announced 



Mandatory seatbelt law 
would allow grace period 



The Kentucky Agricultural 
Finance Corporation has an- 
nounced the implementation of a 
Beginning Farmer Loan program 
that will be administered through 
lenders with offices located in 
Kentucky. 

This program has been de- 
signed to assist applicants in for- 
mulating a business plan, secur- 
ing needed expertise, and receiv- 
ing the capital to prepare their 
farming operation for a success- 
ful future. 

The Kentucky Agricultural 
Development Board (KADB) 
approved $2,000,000 at their last 
board meeting for this program. 
This is after the KADB, at their 
November planning meeting, re- 
vised their Guiding Principles to 
include, “the Board will seek pro- 
grams to enhance the viability of 
young farmers and part-time 
farmers in agriculture.” 

“By establishing this pro- 
gram, the Kentucky Agricultural 
Development Board and the 
Kentucky Agricultural Finance 
Corporation are allowing begin- 
ning farmers in the Common- 
wealth to have the opportunity 
for a successful future in agricul- 
ture and gives producers an 
easier access to capital, “ said 
Governor Ernie Fletcher. 

These funds will be made 
available to producers meeting 
eligibility criteria, established by 
KAFC. There must be a commit- 
ment by a “lead lender” to work 
with the borrower to implement 
the five year business plan and 
to provide additional financing, 
as the borrower becomes eligible. 
Also, identification of a mentor 
who is willing to advise the bor- 
rower on record keeping and 
business analysis, during the 



term of the loan, will be re- 
quired. Other requirements are 
as follows: 

1. A beginning Farmer or 
Rancher is defined as: 

•A person who has not oper- 
ated a farm or ranch for more 
than 10 years. 

•A person who has substan- 
tially participated in the business 
operation of a farm or ranch for 
at least three years. 

•A person who does not own 
a farm or ranch greater than 30% 
of the average farm or ranch size 
in the county where his or her 
operation is located. 

2. The applicant and spouse, 
if applicable, must have a net 
worth of less than $250,000; 

3. The applicants’ personal 
off-farm income must be less 
than $50,000 annually, and the 
total household income must be 
less than $75,000 annually. 

4. An Interest Rate of 2% will 
be offered and the rate will be 
fixed for the term of the loan. A 
1% servicing fee will be added 
to the KAFC rate by the lender. 

5. Maximum loan term will 
not exceed 10 years and there 
will be no penalty for early pre- 
payment. 

6. All loans will be secured 
with both fixed assets and the 
personal guaranty of the bor- 
rower. 

7. The applicant must provide 
a 5-year business plan showing 
a reasonable return and an abil- 
ity to retire the KAFC debt.

Since the beginning of the 
2006 General Assembly session, 
Gov. Ernie Fletcher has been 
pushing for a statewide manda- 
tory seat belt law that could be 
enforced by police. 

Fletcher said it’s an idea that’s 
time has come, but the bill was 
not without opponents. 

The bill failed its first vote on 
the House floor but was later 
added to an ATV helmet bill in 
the Senate. The amended bill 
passed the Senate and was nar- 
rowly approved in the House on 
a 48-45 vote. 

According to Fletcher, about 
60 lives could be saved in one 
year if all drivers were wearing 
seat belts. 

“We know that a primary seat 
belt law will save at least 62 lives 
a year,” Fletcher said in a state- 
ment. “Adopting a primary seat 
belt law is the single most impor- 
tant thing we can do in this state 
to reduce fatalities and serious 
injuries caused by vehicle 
crashes.” 

Under the provisions of the 
bill, police can stop drivers for 
not wearing seat belts. Under the 
current law, a driver can only be 
charged with not wearing a seat

RICHMOND, Ky. - Eastern 
Kentucky University has an- 
nounced that 2,113 students 
earned Dean’s List honors for the 
Fall 2005 semester.

belt only if they have been 
stopped for another reason. 

An amendment by State Rep. 
Jim Stewart, R-Stinking Creek, 
that would lower the fine to $5 
failed on the House floor, The 
fine stands at $25. 

If the bill is signed, drivers 
will be given an adjustment pe- 
riod and police will only be giv- 
ing warning until Jan. 1, 2007. 

An amendment offered by 
Stewart that exempts some farm 
trucks and vehicles built before 



1981 was accepted and is now 
part of the bill. 

The bill forbids roadblocks to 
be set up by police to check for 
seat-belt usage. 

According to a November 
2005 study conducted by the 
University of Kentucky, the com- 
monwealth ranks 47th in seat belt 
usage with only 67 percent of 
Kentucky drivers buckling up. 

The study found the one of the 
best and most cost effective plans 
to slow the number of fatal acci- 
dents in Kentucky would be to 
enact a primary seat belt law. 

The National Highway Trans- 
portation Safety Administration 
predicts that passage of the bill 



could raise seat-belt usage by 1 1 
percent in Kentucky and save 
nearly $150 million annually in 
costs related to automobile acci- 
dents. 

According to the UK study, 
Tennessee passed a primary seat 
belt law in July 2004 and experi- 
enced an increase in its seat belt 
usage from 68.5 percent in 2003 
to 72 percent in 2004. 

If the bill is, as expected, 
signed into law by Fletcher, it 
could pave the way for over $11 
million to be added to the state’s 
transportation coffers through a 
federal program that help fund 
safety improvements on state 
roads.

Questions of the Week— 
What are the best 
strawberries to grow in Ky? 

Strawberry plants may be of 
two major types, June-bearing or 
day-neutral. June-bearing plants 
are cultured to produce a full crop 
the season after planting. The rip- 
ening season of June-bearing 
strawberry cultivars ranges from 
late May to the end of June. Day- 
neutral type strawberry plants dif- 
fer from the standard or June- 
bearing types in that they produce 
a series of three crops during a 
season, however the quantity pro- 
duced is roughly the same as that 
produced by June bearing types. 
June-bearing types are most 
popular for the home garden and 
commercial use and are well 
worth waiting for because of their 
flavor and quality. June-bearing 
varieties that have performed well 
include EarliGlows and Red 
Chief. Tribute is a top performer 
in the day-neutral category. To 
receive the publication.

What is the best grass 
to use in shade? 

All grasses require light to 
grow. Some grasses do better in 
shaded areas than others, but none 
do well in heavy shade. If the 
source of the shade cannot be 
thinned or removed, you may 
want to consider mulching the 
area and installing ornamental 
plants adapted to heavy shade or 
planting groundcover. Fine fes- 



cues and tall fescues tolerate 
moderate shade better than other 
species. If the turf gets thin dur- 
ing the summer when deciduous 
tree canopies block most of the 
light, you may plan to over seed 
the area every fall to have a bet- 
ter lawn during the winter and 
following spring. If shade is so 
intense that grasses will not per- 
sist, a light seeding every fall and 
spring with a turf-type perennial 
ryegrass will improve the density 
of the lawn. Perennial ryegrass 
germinates quickly and has a 
testure similar to Kentucky blue- 
grass.

Prions that cause 
CWD stay potent 
in soil, study finds 

Scientists have confirmed 
that prions, proteins thought to 
cause chronic wasting disease in 
deer, latch on to minerals in soil 
and stay infectious. That is sig- 
nificant since most proteins that 
bind to soil lose their power. 

Scientists at the University of 
Wisconsin-Madison are suggest- 
ing that certain soil types serve 
as natural prion repositories. “As 
animals regularly consume soil 
to meet their mineral needs, it’s 
possible that prion-laden soil 
particles contribute to the trans- 
mission of prion disease such as 
CWD among animals,” reports 
Newswise, a research-reporting 
service. CWD is a fatal, incur- 
able condition that belongs to the 
same family as mad-cow dis- 
ease. 

“Our results suggest that re- 
ducing the number of infected 
animals — as has been done in 
the recent outbreak of CWD in 
Wisconsin — could limit the po- 
tential for further (disease) 
spread,” says lead author Chris- 
topher Johnson, a UW-Madison 
doctoral student in animal health 
and biomedical sciences. “These 
results also suggest that other 
species that share ranges with 
CWD-infected deer may be ex- 
posed to soil-bound prions, in- 
creasing the potential of CWD 
transferring to other species.”

Physical Abuse is physical in- 
jury as a result of punching, beat- 
ing, kicking, shaking, throwing, 
stabbing, choking, hitting, burn- 
ing or otherwise harming a child. 
Regardless of whether or not the 
person intended to hurt the child. 

Sexual Abuse includes activi- 
ties by a parent, caretaker, or 
someone older than the child,
